Quick 
action 
prevents 
wildfire

Swift action taken by employees of a log- 
ging company and area fire fighters pre- 
vented what could have been a devastating 
wildfire on Friday. 

A piece of logging equipment, called a 
fellar buncher, caught fire around 1:35 p.m. 
on Friday, June 8, off of Arrowhead Road 
in Grayling Charter Township. 

The equipment, owned by Chris Muma 
Forest Products of Gladwin, cuts trees, 
bunches them up and puts them in piles. 

Employees from the logging company 
kept the fire at bay with fire extinguishers 
after calling 911, said Mike Janisse, fire 
suppression supervisor for the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) Grayling for- 
est unit. 

A DNR fire detection airplane was in the 
air, when the equipment caught on fire. The 
pilot was able to direct appropriate DNR 
fire fighting crews to the area. The Frederic 

Township Fire Department, Grayling Fire 
Department and Bear Lake Township Fire 
Department assisted with battling the blaze. 
Crawford County Sheriff’s Deputy Shawn 
Schnoor was at the scene to block the road- 
way. 

The logging equipment was totally 
destroyed, Janisse said. Less than a tenth of 
an acre of land, located on the Hanson 
Game Refuge, was destroyed by the fire. 

“It was just trees that they were cutting,” 
Janisse said, 

Janisse said rain, which came through the 
area, helped keep the fire under control 
along with having proper safety equipment 
on hand. 

“We were fortunate they had fire extin- 
guishers and also cell phones,” Janisse said.

The wigwam, which was built in the 
Grayling City Park to honor Chief 
David Shoppenagon, was, moved to the 
Crawford County Historical Museum 
grounds on Monday. Shoppenagon, a 
Chippewa Indian, moved his family to 
Grayling in 1876. Shoppenagon was a 
noted hunter, trapper and fishermen, 
who guided some of Grayling's first set- 
tlers on hunting and fishing outings. He 
also served as a representative for the 
local lumber industry. Jim Giessel, a 
Waters resident who was given the 
Native American name "White 
Buffalo," said he was proud that the 
wigwam: was in place in the park for 
the 100th anniversary of 
Shoppenagon’s passing in Grayling. 
Vandals, however, kept breaking pieces 
of the structure. “As fast as I could fix it, 
it would get broken again,” Giessel said. 
The City of Grayling’s Parks and 
Recreation Committee asked for sub- 
stantial completion of the wigwam or 
for its removal. Giessel said the wig- 
wam will fare better at the museum 
with the fenced in grounds.

Woman ordered to pay back money

A former board member 
and treasurer for the

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WISCONSIN VOTERS have 
finally capped an ideological bat- 
tle that began almost 18 months 
ago by keeping Republican Gov. 
Scott Walker in office. 

Mr. Walker became the first sit- 
ting governor to survive a recall 
vote, a device that has gone to the 
voters only three times in the 
United States. The other two 
beleaguered governors lost, most 
recently Gov. Gray Davis in 
California in 2003. 

Wisconsin recall laws differ 
from Michigan law. After petitions 
for recall were filed with about 
900,000 signatures, Democrats 
had to pick an opponent for the sit- 
ting governor, and chose 
Milwaukee Mayor Tom Barrett, 
who was beaten by Gov. Walker in 
the regular election of 2010 by six 
percentage points. 

So the Wisconsin recall question 
centered on the Walker-Barrett 
choice, and not on anti-union leg- 
islation Gov. Walker championed 
that triggered the whole recall 
effort in the first place. 

It was not the Barrett campaign 
which gathered all those recall sig- 
natures, organized continuous day- 
by-day public protests against 
Gov. Walker and his legislation, 
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and raised and spent $19 million in 
a losing election effort. 

Democrats and labor unions 
were behind those efforts and car- 
ried the recall campaign. Without 
union dedication and support, 
there would have been no recall. 

* * * 

ON THE OTHER side of the 
fence, an estimated $47 million 
flowed into the pro-Walker cam- 
paign, with an estimated $30 mil- 
lion’ coming from usually 
Republican outside pro-business 
sources. 

The target of the Walker pro- 
gram has been to strip public 
employee unions of their rights to 
bargain collectively with public 
bodies. The new Wisconsin laws 
also require most state workers to 
pay more for health insurance and 
pension benefits. 

What is unsaid at the moment is 
that Gov. Walker’s victory could 
be a signal to states across the 
country to embolden efforts for 
more extensive controls of unions, 
both public employee unions and 
in private business, too. 

The Wisconsin vote shows that, 
at least in Wisconsin, new laws 
that would weaken collective bar- 
gaining are not necessarily a ticket

IN MICHIGAN, the Wisconsin 
outcome had one immediate 
effect. 

A group called Michigan Rising 
halted its drive to collect the 
807,000 signatures required on 
petitions to recall Gov. Rick 
Snyder. 

Earlier a group unhappy with 
the emergency manager law, taxes 
on pensions, cuts and education 
and other assorted issues also gave 
up on getting a Snyder recall on 
the ballot. 

However, Michigan Democrats 
and union loyalists still plan to 
push an amendment to the state 
constitution to protect and advance 
labor union positions, centered on 
prohibiting right to work legisla- 
tion in Michigan. 

If such a multi-faceted union 
protection measure does indeed 
make it to the November ballot, it 
would stir up a strong pro-union, 
anti-union struggle that could 
outdo the intensity shown in 
Wisconsin. 

Michigan Republicans and busi- 
ness allies, meanwhile, talk of a 
counter-offensive to put right-to- 
work laws into the constitution — 


the discretion 
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just in case. 
* * * 

SEVERAL POINTS should be 
considered when trying to analyze 
what happened in the Wisconsin 
recall. 

Wisconsin was not a true test of 
conservative Republican and 
Democrat-labor election strengths, 
and the comparison should not 
automatically be applied to 
Michigan or other states. Mayor 
Barrett had run for governor three 
times, and was not a_ strong 
Democratic candidate, so Gov. 
Walker’s ballot strength was not 
truly tested. If the race had been 
for-or-against the Walker anti- 
union program and without the 
candidates, the vote may have 
been different. 

Nevertheless Scott Walker has 
gained national attention from the 
conservative edges of the national 
Republican Party. With this notori- 
ely in his pocket, and with a blue- 
print on where and how to get 
money from the big spenders 
among conservatives, he now is a 
hot political prospect, and will 
enjoy a national stage, at least for 
a while. 

The hard lines taken by both 
sides in Wisconsin reinforce the 


fear that the value of compromise 
is losing out in our governments. 
It’s “my way or no way” for both 
parties. It has become very diffi- 
cult for voter controlled democra- 
cy to be genuinely productive, and 
that is proving itself more every 
day. 

Labor unions might do a bit of 
soul searching on how they should 
deal with elected bodies. The mes- 
sage has been sent that public 
employee unions are not necessar- 
ily loved by most voters. With 
changing workplaces, heralded by 
the growth of service industries 
and virtual commerce, have indus- 
trial-style unions outlived their 
usefulness, and are new approach- 
es advisable? 

ff the Democrat-labor multi- 
faceted pro-union proposed consti- 
tutional amendment makes it to 
the ballot in Michigan in 
November, the campaign and the 
results will provide a more accu- 
rate reading of what we learned — 
and what we did not learn — in the 
Wisconsin recall election.

Lack of for- 
est management and build- 
up of dead woody material 
add to conditions that lead 
to more severe fires. 

The worst case scenario, 
perhaps, is a large expanse 
of mature jack pine within 
which houses, cottages, 
and camps are scattered. 
Should the fire get into the 
crowns of these forests, the 
force is nearly unstoppable 
by human efforts. At that 
point, the weather has to 
change before firefighters 
can become effective. 

This is the case with the 
Duck Lake wildfire, which 
grew to well over 20,000 
acres by the first of June. 
That’s over 30 square 
miles. Property damage 
has been _ significant. 
Michigan has not seen a 
larger fire since 1976, 

Most of the major wild- 
fires over the past few 
decades have been in jack 
pine types.

Employing the concepts 
of the Firewise Program 
will help protect property. 
Michigan State University 
maintains a program and 
information base for 
Michigan citizens. Cutting 
back vegetation, removing 
hazards, and building mod- 
ifications will help protect 
property in case of wild- 
fire. The basic idea is to 
create a more defensible 
space. 

Forest management can 
be used to reduce the risk 
of wildland fire and mini- 
mize its spread when a fire 
erupts. Fire breaks, age 
class differentiation, thin- 
ning, and forest type diver- 
sification are some of the 
tools available. Each of 
these tools has non-fire 
protection benefits, as well. 

Wildfire has been a nat- 
ural element of forest 
ecosystems since the glaci- 
ers retreated from the Great 
Lakes region. Jack pine 
and red pine are classic 
examples of habitats adapt- 
ed to, and driven by, wild- 
fire. As humans build into 
these landscapes, they 
assume a degree of risk, 
whether they know it or 
not. The extensive fires of 
natural history are no 
longer a viable option, 
although the need for those 
ecological benefits in these 
forested systems remains. 

Prescribed fire is one 
tool to manage fire-adapted 
ecological systems, While 
not possible everywhere, 


and sometimes controver-— 


sial, it’s a viable forestry 
technique. Forest manage- 
ment that includes 
clearcutting and thinning 
can mimic wildfire effects 
but these techniques are at 


landowners. 

A landscape occupied 
largely by single-age jack 
pine is at high risk of cata- 
strophic fire, especially as 
the jack pine matures and 
fuel loads build. Forest 
management can parse the 
landscape into blocks of 
different aged jack pine. 
Reducing the risk and 
potential impacts of a 
crown fire is essential. 
Should a fire escape into 
the crowns of mature jack 
pine, the fire will drop to 
the ground in younger age 
classes. Once on the 
ground, fire-fighting efforts 
are possible. 

Mature jack pine also 
becomes a target for jack 
pine budworm, which can 
damage and kill large areas 
of pine forest. The dead, 
dry material becomes ripe 
for wildfire. These are all 
natural forest dynamics 
that foresters work with to 
modify and reduce fire 
risk. 

Of course, human behav- 
ior to avoid wildfire is crit- 
ical as well, especially dur- 
ing periods of high risk. 
Campfires, sparks from 
ATVs and other equipment, 
smoking, fireworks, and 
other human-origin igni- 
tion sources cause most of 
the wildfires across the 
Lake States. 

Wildfire will always be a 
part of forests as long as 
forests exist. However, 
through forest management 
and careful development 
the risks can be minimized. 
Assuming an _ inactive 
approach to forest ecology 
and development carries 
negative consequences, 
sooner or later.
